Pledge is 
made on 
Churchill 
memorial 

RELATIVES of the archi¬ 
tect who designed Dudley’s 
original Churchill Precinct 
have offered to make their 
personal archive available to 
aid in the restoration of a 
stained-glass memorial. 

The mosaic, a tribute to 
war-time leader Winston 
Churchill, formed the cen¬ 
trepiece of the precinct from 
its opening in 1969 until the 
early-1990s. 

It was taken down after 
suffering damage due to 
vandalism and weather. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin launched a campaign 
to get the work restored by 
2015, the 50th anniversary 
of Churchill’s death. 

But only fragments of the 
mosaic are believed to exist - 
with the main panel depict¬ 
ing Sir Winston among those 
not in the archive. 

David Lewis, the son of 
John T Lewis who designed 
the original precinct and 
Birdcage Walk, said he was 
disappointed to hear so little 
of the work may still exist. 

But the 58-year-old, of 
Wordsley, said if other pan¬ 
els were found or the deci¬ 
sion was taken to recreate 
them he would make his own 
archive available to help 
with the work. 

“I have quite a number of 
slides which could easily be 
blown up to assist in the 
detailed work of repair,” he 
said. 

Crackdown 
hits rogues 

A CRACKDOWN on rogue 
traders and bogus callers 
targeting vulnerable resi¬ 
dents across Dudley has led 
to a 14 per cent fall in 
reported crimes in the past 
12 months. 

Trading standards offi¬ 
cials said they were “reaping 
the rewards” of a campaign 
aimed at deterring would-be 
rogue traders. Police said 
they will continue to work 
alongside Dudley Council to 
continue the progress. 

Hotspots targeted, includ¬ 
ing Halesowen, have been 
the focus for crime preven¬ 
tion teams. Around 22,000 
residents have received 
advice. 


Metal thieves spent all weekend taking away haul 


A GANG of thieves stole 112 tons of steel 
worth £81,000 during a raid that lasted 36 
hours at a Kingswinford firm, a court heard. 

Three of those responsible for the bur¬ 
glary have received jail sentences totalling 
almost 10 years and a metal merchant to 
whom part of the haul was delivered has 
been locked up for two years. 

The crooks struck “within minutes” of 
Midland Steel Sections, on the Gibbons 
Industrial Estate, closing for the weekend 
and then took 36 hours to complete the 
theft, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 


It appeared to be an “inside job” with no 
damage caused during the break in and the 
burglars knowing where keys were kept, it 
was said. They ignored less valuable metal 
and used the company’s overhead crane as 
well as two of its lorries to remove the haul. 

Mr Darron Whitehead, prosecuting, con¬ 
cluded: “It started within minutes of the 
gates to the targeted premises being closed 
for the weekend.” 

The two stolen trucks were used to make 
five trips loaded with the steel during the 
weekend of March 26 and 27 2011, the court 


heard. Around 63 tons of the haul, valued at 
£34,000, was delivered to the Oldbury Metal 
Recycling plant run by Lee Stanley in Par¬ 
sonage Street, Oldbury, where it was dis¬ 
covered hidden under scrap metal by police 
after a tip off a couple of days after the raid. 

He had paid £12,000 for it, the court was 
told. A further 47 tons worth £34,000 was 
found in Manchester and traced back to 
EMR, Wolverhampton, which had bought it 
from Jarvis Metals, a scrap yard run by Joe 
Jarvis and his family in Shrewsbury where 
it had been dropped off by the gang. He 


admitted making £1,000 profit. Police 
recovered all but two of the 112 tons. 

Mr Gareth Morley, defending, said: “They 
behaved with insouciance, coming and going 
as they pleased over a 36 hour period.” 

Paul Hawkins, from Sedgley, who was the 
“go between” for the gang; Jamie Anslow, of 
Tenbury Wells; Nicholas Tawse, Newark, 
Notts, and Lee Stanley, of Coseley were 
jailed. Jarvis, from Shrewsbury, was given a 
suspended jail sentence. Jonathan Bates, 
from Coseley, who was convicted conspiracy 
to burgle, will be sentenced next month. 


NHS CHIEF TO LEAD

It came in the wake of 
damning revelations into 
failings at Stafford Hospital 
following the publication of 
the Francis Report. 

Russells Hall, under the 
management of Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, is one of 14 in the 
country being investigated.

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin met Sir Bruce in 
Westminster this week to 
present a dossier which 
detailed patients experi¬ 
ences of treatment at the 
hospital. 

Mr Austin asked patients 
to get in contact detailing 
their treatment at the hospi¬ 
tal to give Sir Keogh an 
insight into their time on the 
wards. 

“Like everyone in Dudley, 
when there is something 
wrong with me or my family, 
we queue at Russells Hall,” 
he said. 

“I think staff at the hospi¬ 
tal work really hard but I am 
concerned to hear the hospi-

tal will be reviewed because 
it has mortality rates that 
are significantly higher than 
the UK average.” 

He said he was pleased Sir 
Bruce had agreed to come to 
Dudley to hear from patients 
and their families. 

“Many people told me 
shortcomings in care for 
their relatives stemmed 
from over-stretched nurses, 
and I want Bruce Keogh to 
look at whether staffing lev¬ 
els at the hospital are ade¬ 
quate,” Mr Austin added. 

“If problems are identi¬ 
fied, they need to be put 
right.” 

Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark has defended its 
record but welcomed the 
investigation to give “fur¬ 
ther reassurance” to 
patients. 

The number of patient 
deaths at the hospital in 
2011-12 was above expected 
levels. 

The hospital standardised 
mortality rating was 111.1 
between April 2011 and 
March 2012. The expected 
level is 100. 


Call for 
police to 
increase 
patrols 

A CAMPAIGN is calling for 
increased police patrols in 
Gornal during the evening 
to clamp down on gangs 
making life a misery for res¬ 
idents and traders. 

Large groups are said to 
congregate in Abbey Street 
in the early evening causing 
a nuisance for people visit¬ 
ing shops and takeaways. 

Recently, youths were 
seen kicking a ball across the 
road - hitting cars parked up 
outside shops. 

Gornal Business Watch 
said it was urging police for 
increased patrols to try 
todeal with the problem 
once and for all. 

It said a camera is due to 
be installed soon which it is 
hoped will stop gangs con¬ 
gregating near to the 
entrance of the library. 

Chairman Gail Smith, 
said: “There was a point 
where the issue seemed to 
have died down and there 
was a period of three months 
where there was no trouble. 

“However it has flared up 
again more recently. It is a 
cause of concern for both 
residents and traders. You 
can understand why people 
may be intimidated. We are 
pursuing the matter with 
police.” 

“At present it does not 
seem likely due to the avail¬ 
able resources but it is some¬ 
thing we will continue to 
campaign for.” 

Gornal councillor Tim 
Wright said: “Kicking a ball 
across the carriageway is 
very dangerous.” 

Burst main 
closes road 

A BURST water main 
caused disruptions in Brier- 
ley Hill, leaving properties 
without water and closing 
part of a road. 

The water main, on the 
A4036 Pedmore Road near 
the Merry Hill centre, burst 
about 5am on Tuesday. 

Prathepan Thambirajah, 
manager at Snax24, the BP 
filling station on the road, 
said the station’s forecourt 
was flooded with water. 
Three properties were also 
left without water while 
repairs took place.

. He was priest in charge of Dudley’s Top 

kjH Church for seven years but who, two 
decades earlier, was in the thick of the min- 
ers’ strike. 

He manned soup kitchens for the miners 
The Rev Tony and their families in Maltby, and was even 
Attwood chased by police dogs in one clash. Bishop 


of Dudley, the Rt Rev David Walker, who 
took over his job in Maltby in 1986, des¬ 
cribed him as “a priest who ministered bra¬ 
vely for and among miners of Maltby during 
the 1984-5 strike” and said his colleague 
had “died suddenly and far too young”. 

The bishop added: “I’ve known and 
respected Tony for nearly 30 years, since we 
were colleagues together in Yorkshire. 

“His reputation there was sealed when, 
making a pastoral visit to a picket line one 
night, he was chased through the woods by 


police dogs. If there’s a queue outside the 
pearly gates this week, then I’m sure he and 
Margaret Thatcher will be passing the time 
in a vigorous and challenging debate”. 

Mr Attwood, who originally trained as an 
economist, was ordained a deacon in 1972 
and priest the following year. He became 
priest at St Barnabas, Russells Hall, and St 
Thomas and St Luke (Top Church) in 2003 
and retired seven years later. 

He leaves a daughter and son and four 
grandchilden.

Police kept their distance because 
of concerns over the amount she had drunk and her state 
of mind, Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said.

She received a 14- 
month jail term suspended 
for two years with £500 com¬ 
pensation with £250 costs 
and banned for three years. 



Suzie-May leaps back to school

IT has been a long road back to school for 
little Suzie-May Aston. 

The seven-year-old has been fighting a 
rare form of anaemia which required a 
bone marrow transplant and this week 
she spent her first full day back at school 
after a two-year battle. 

Suzie-May, of Ludlow Way, Dudley, 
became ill in March 2011 but it took more 
than a dozen blood transfusions before 
doctors at Birmingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal diagnosed refractory anaemia. 

Her mother Jo, aged 44, said: “It has 
been a very difficult two years but she 
has faced it all with tremendous strength 
and determination.” 

Suzie-May attends Milking Bank Pri¬ 
mary School, Aintree Way. Doctors told 
Mrs Aston and her husband Martin, aged 
46, that Suzie-May’s bone marrow had 


effectively stopped working and she 
needed a marrow transplant. 

But her older brother William, now 14, 
was not a match. Months later a donor 
was eventually found in Germany and she 
received the transplant almost a year 
later. During her lengthy recovery Dudley 
Council supplied specialist tutor Rachel 
Kulyk, to visit for an hour daily. 

She added: “They worked with the 
school and it kept Suzie-May on track.” 

In February Suzie-May returned to 
school for small periods during the day. 

Mrs Aston, an education area manager, 
said: “She was so excited about her first 
day back. They take good care of her there 
and her classmates are fussing over her.” 

Milking Bank head Richard Mason said: 
“Everyone has welcomed her back. The 
family has been through a lot.”

DOZENS of people have 
signed up to a Territorial 
Army unit which now faces 
an uncertain future. 

Army bosses said they 
were pleased the recruit¬ 
ment drive for the Dudley- 
based Royal Mercian and 
Lancastrian Yeomanry was 
so successful with 50 people 
applying to join the unit. 

A campaign was launched 
locally as part of a nation¬ 
wide bid to boost reservist 
numbers to 30,000 in the 
next five years. 

But just weeks after it 
started it was revealed the 
regiment could be split up 
with the loss of around 100 
soldiers in the Midlands.

Machine 
is stolen 
from pub 

THE boss of a Black Country 
pub has spoken of his shock 
after a thief raided the men’s 
toilets - for a machine 
selling £3 packs of herbal 
viagra. 

The thief struck on ladies’ 
night and is believed to have 
kicked the machine off the 
wall at the Britannia pub in 
High Street, Wollaston 
before making a dash down 
the street with it in a plastic 
bag. 

Landlord Wayne Ether¬ 
idge said in his 25 years of 
working in the pub trade 
he’s never known anything 
like it. The machine had only 
been in place for three 
weeks. 

The 43-year-old said he 
had suspicions something 
was up when a member of 
staff claimed they had seen a 
man running down the 
street away from the pub. 

A quick inspection of the 
premises found nothing 
obvious but it was only 90 
minutes later when the 
landlord went into the men’s 
toilets he saw damage to his 
wall. It has left the pub 
facing a bill of more than 
£150 with Mr Etheridge 
claiming the takings from 
the machine would be no 
more than £30. 

A 38-year-old man has 
since been arrested and 
bailed pending enquiries. 

Metal thief 
sent to jail 

A METAL thief caught steal¬ 
ing copper piping from a 
house in Dudley has been 
jailed for three years. 

Martin Bennett, aged 24, 
of Gresham Road, Oldbury, 
was arrested on February 5 
in Russell Street, after 
neighbours heard banging 
and sawing noises coming 
from the empty property. 

Police saw him and 
another man climb out of a 
back window onto a flat roof. 

Bennett was sentenced at 
Birmingham Crown Court 
last week after being found 
guilty of burglary. A large 
amount of damage was 
caused when radiators were 
ripped off for the piping. 

Following the sentencing, 
Pc Nick Slym from Dudley 
Local Policing Unit said: 
“This arrest came about 
thanks to a quick-witted 
member of the public.”

international funds pour in to help school 


MORE than £16,000 of international aid - 
normally targeted at third world countries - 
has poured in to Dudley to help a special 
school create a new playground. 

The Rotary Club of Dudley - currently 
celebrating its 90th anniversary - has 
managed to attract funding from America 
and France towards the £35,000 project at 
Pens Meadow School, Kingswinford. 

A grant of 24,957 dollars - £16,509 - has 
come in from the Rotary International 
Foundation in America, which normally 
supports third world humanitarian proj¬ 
ects. Further top-ups from district Rotari- 


ans and their counterparts in the Cotes des 
Legendes area of Brittany, France, have 
helped raise the total for the new safety 
playground for Pens Meadow School. 

Dudley Rotary president Graham Dean 
said: “We believe that this funding of a 
project in the UK by the Rotary Foundation 
is a first.” 

When he took over as president in July, he 
decided to ask the cchool, which teaches 
children aged three to 19 with very special 
needs, such as profound and multiple learn¬ 
ing disorders and autism, what it needed. 

The headmistress said the playground 


needed a new surface and refurbishment - 
and Mr Dean decided to apply to foundation 
for help, as well as spurring on fundraising 
in the Dudley branch. 

The money will pay for the new surface 
and special exercise and play equipment and 
the work is due to start in May. 

Dudley Rotarians have raised a total of 
about £6,000 themselves, through a Christ¬ 
mas collection at Tesco’s Burnt Tree Island 
branch, a golf day and other events. 

District Rotarians matched that funding 
and other members in Brest, Brittany, also 
chipped in, along with their regional branch. 


Mr Dean said: “Before Rotary International 
Foundation would consider any funding for 
the project it was a requirement that the 
Dudley club had an international partner 
who was also willing to make a donation. 

“The Rotary Club of Dudley and the 
Rotary Club of Brest, Brittany, France - 
Cotes des Legendes - have had a long stand¬ 
ing relationship over many years.” 

Head Marie Bissell said: “Having a well- 
designed, safe and accessible play area 
which is flexible enough to meet the complex 
needs of the school population will enhance 
and enrich the opportunities for all pupils.” 


St George's Day celebration 
sees thousands taking part 


MORE than 2,000 people turned 
out for a day of events to cele¬ 
brate St George’s Day in Dudley 
starting with a traditional parade 
through the town. 

Residents gathered outside Dudley 
Council House, in Priory Road, on Saturday 
for the march which featured veterans 
groups and other organisations from the 
town and beyond. 

They cheered as the parade set off taking 
in Priory Road and Market Place in the 
town centre. 

Among the groups taking part in the pro¬ 
cession were Halesowen Scout Band, 
Sedgley Morris Men, Oldbury Squadron Air 
Training Corps and the RAF Association. 

Quarry Bank and Cradley’s Royal British 
Legions, the Worcestershire and Sherwood 
Foresters Regiment and Halesowen and 
District Beaver Scouts were also part of the 
parade. 

Following the procession, residents were 
treated to a variety of events on a main stage 
in the town centre.

Gas pipe thieves risking lives - police 


METAL thieves are putting lives at 
risk on a Dudley estate after ripping 
piping from gas supplies at homes - 
but police say their haul is worth 
just a few pence. 

The crooks have been targeting 
homes on Bramford Estate, leaving 
gas mains exposed and endangering 
people, say police. 

Officers, who said it is lucky they 
are not now having to deal with a far 


more serious incident, are appealing 
for witnesses to the attacks. 

A length of copper piping was 
stolen from a gas meter in Bennett 
Avenue at around 9.45pm on April 
12 . And earlier, at around 4am the 
same day, thieves tried to steal 
copper piping from the side of a 
block of flats in Sedgley Road. 

On both occasions, the reckless 
acts left gas mains exposed and 


emergency engineers had to be 
called to repair the damage and 
make it safe. 

Sgt Jimmy Jones, from Dudley 
police station, said: “Thieves may 
believe that this type of metal is high 
value when in fact it is worth little 
more than pence. 

“Stealing the piping is bad enough 
but the danger posed to the public by 
stealing from live gas mains is even 


worse. This poses a hazard to resi¬ 
dents and it is fortunate that we are 
not dealing with a more serious inci¬ 
dent. 

“We are appealing to anyone who 
may have seen anyone acting suspi¬ 
ciously in the area at the time of the 
theft to come forward.”

Gem of business going 
strong after 125 years

IT WAS back in the days 
when Queen Victoria was 
on the throne that Thomas 
Henry Baker opened his 
first jewellery shop in Brier- 
ley Hill. 

And his descendants are now 
preparing to celebrate the 125th 
anniversary of the firm which has 
grown to include stores across the 
region, as well as outlets in areas 
such as Sussex. 

Thomas Baker took over a busi¬ 
ness in Brierley Hill High Street on 
October 6, 1888, and bought the 
freehold to a building there the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Trading still continues in those 
premises and it is where Mr Baker’s 
great-grandson, Alan Higgs, and his 
sons Phillip and Andrew carry out 
the day-to-day running of the firm. 

Alan bought the company from 
his uncles, Rupert and Paul, and 
aunt, Rosalie, in 1988 and said it had 
been an honour to keep the legacy 
going. 

Phillip, 30, joined the firm in 2003 
and 33-year-old Andrew in 2005 - 
ensuring the family-run heritage of 
the firm continues for many years to 
come. 

Successful 

Alan said he had first trained as a 
chartered accountant before joining 
the business in 1972. 

“All-in-all I have been working 
here in Brierley Hill for more than 
40 years,” he said. 

“There have been a lot of changes 
in the town over the years. When I 
first started working here the 
Round Oak Steelworks was still 
operating and Marsh and Baxter 
was still in the town. 

“I would not say it was affluent 
but it was a successful industrial 
area and the town was bustling. 

“Of course in the time I have been 
here the Merry Hill shopping centre 
has also been built which changed 
trading in this area for all time. 

“The company has continued to 
thrive throughout all the changes in 
the area. 

“Because we trade across the 
whole region and in other areas, we 
have been able to keep going. It is 


very rare for a business to be run by 
one family all through its history. 

“We are very proud of this accom¬ 
plishment and look forward to the 
anniversary celebrations later this 
year.” 

Thomas Baker was originally a 
watchmaker and jeweller from 
Caine, Wiltshire, before moving to 
the Black Country. 

His son Reginald joined the firm 
in 1900 but after his death in 1910, 
his sisters Phillis and Cecily began 
working at the store, a highly pro¬ 
gressive move at the time. 

Reginald also wrote a book on the 
industry called Diamonds and their 


Mounts. In 1915, Phillis married 
Frank Higgs and in 1912 Frank 
bought the business from Thomas 
Baker, who then retired. 

Mr Higgs joined the Royal Army 
Service Corps following the out¬ 
break of the First World War and his 
wife ran the shop. 

In 1937, Hugh and Rupert Higgs, 
grandsons of Thomas Baker, joined 
the business. 

They volunteered to serve in the 
Second World War and Paul and 
Rosalie Higgs joined the business 
with Paul later joining the Royal Air 
Force. 

All three returned home safely 


and continued at the business. As 
part of the celebrations, the firm is 
giving away £125,000 worth of jew¬ 
ellery in the run-up to the anniver¬ 
sary in October.

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Dog lands 
owner with 
a £350 fine 

A DOG owner who allowed 
his pet to foul in a Dudley 
park has been fined £350 for 
failing to clear up after it. 

Cy Natabus, of Blackacre 
Road, Dudley, will have to 
pay a total of £665 in court 
bills after being prosecuted 
for the offence, which hap¬ 
pened in Buffery Park, 
Dudley. 

At the hearing, which 
Natabus failed to attend, the 
court heard how by a Dudley 
Council enforcement officer 
on September 20 had seen 
him allowing his dog to foul 
in the park. 

When approached, 

Natabus gave a false name 
but inquiries allowed offi¬ 
cers to trace him to his 
address. 

He was then issued with a 
fine which he failed to pay, so 
a court prosecution was 
carried out. He was con¬ 
victed at Dudley Magistrates 
Court of breaching Section 3 
of the Dog Fouling and Land 
Act - failure to clean up after 
his dog - in his absence on 
April 4. 

He must pay a fine of £350 
and costs of £295. Natabus 
was also ordered to pay a £20 
victim surcharge. 

530 homes

They took his life and my only son 



Shane Watson 


THE parents of murdered Shane 
Watson described how the tragedy of 
his death had “devastated them 
beyond words”. 

Steven and Jane Watson described 
their popular son was a fun-loving 
family-orientated man who avoided 
trouble. 

It was Mrs Watson who discovered 
Shane’s battered body in the alleyway 
where he was kicked and punched to 
death by killers Shylon Wishart and 
James Cartwright. 

Moments before the discovery, the 
murderers had callously told her that 


her son was “dead at the bottom of the 
alley” when she made a frantic call to 
his mobile phone to try and reach 
him. 

Surrounded by family and friends, 
Mrs Watson wept as jurors at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week 
returned a guilty verdict and con¬ 
victed Wishart of murder. She said: “I 
struggle to put into words the scene 
that I was faced with when I saw 
Shane lying by himself in the alley- 
way. It would be any mother’s worst 
nightmare but it is a reality for me. 

“I relive the images in my head 


every day and cannot erase the 
painful memory of seeing Shane and 
hearing the voices of the people 
responsible for such a nasty, cruel and 
degrading attack. 

“The people responsible took his 
dignity, his life and my only son. We 
both idolised Shane, he was the single 
most important person in our lives 
and to see him so badly hurt has dev¬ 
astated us beyond words.” 

Avid Wolves fan Mr Watson, who 
worked as a debt collector, was 
popular among the Sedgley commu¬ 
nity. Dozens of flowers were laid at 


- mother 

the scene of the attack in the hours 
after his death, while friends stood 
close by and comforted each other. 

It emerged during the trial that the 
23-year-old had not planned to go out 
on the night of his murder, but 
decided to meet with friends later in 
the evening. 

His parents added: “He always 
acted as a peacemaker and would 
actively avoid trouble and do his best 
to calm situations down. 

“His life revolved around his 
extended family, friends and looking 
after everyone.” 


Young and brutal murderer 
now facing life behind bars

A YOUNG man is facing life behind bars after he was convicted of the 
brutal murder of Shane Watson in a Dudley alleyway. 

Shylon Wishart, aged 19, showed no emotion as jurors at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
took just over an hour to deliver their guilty verdict for the killing on July 28 last year. 
Family members and friends of popular Wolves fan Mr Watson, including his mother 

Jane, wept as the verdict was given. 

A seven-day trial heard Wishart and 18- 
year-old James Cartwright, who had earlier 
admitted murder, punched, kicked and 
stamped on Mr Watson in the alleyway off 
Springfield Grove, Sedgley. 

The court heard how the two attackers 
stripped Mr Watson and took pictures of 
themselves urinating on him after they had 
beaten him. 

The victim had become separated from 
his girlfriend Kelly Handley after they had 
left Monty’s Bar in the High Street. 

When a concerned Miss Handley and Mrs 
Watson tried to contact their loved one, they 
were callously told that he was “dead at the 
bottom of the alley”. 

The court was told Wishart and 
Cartwright attended a house party in a 
“hyper” mood after the killing. 

Boasted 

Revellers told jurors how they were 
shown photos of the victim by the pair, who 
boasted about “just knocking out Shane”. 

But the killers were snared by police and 
arrested within 10 hours of the attack after 
witnesses went to the police and told them 
about what they had seen at the party. 

Officers arrested the duo at their Sedgley 
homes. Wishart’s trainers andjeans, as well 
as a pair of Cartwright’s trainers, were dis¬ 
covered in the rear garden of Wishart’s 
property. Each of the items contained Mr 
Watson’s blood, while a mobile phone cover 
belonging to the victim was also found. 

Detectives revealed how members of the 
Sedgley community helped secure the con¬ 
victions of the killers. Cartwright, of Sandy- 
fields Road, and Wishart, of North 
Springfield, will be sentenced together at a 
date to be fixed. Wishart was warned by 
Judge John Warner that only a sentence of 
life in prison could be imposed. 


waste mound 
firm warned 

A WASTE management firm at the centre of 
a row over a rubbish mound in Brierley Hill 
faces a fresh court battle after officials 
claimed targets have been missed. 

Environment Agency bosses revealed they 
will head back to court in their legal chal¬ 
lenge against Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd, also 
known as RDF. 

The High Court had ordered it to clean up 
the towering pile of rubbish at the front of its 
Moor Street site by March 29. When the 
agency inspected the site, however, they 
claimed this target had not been reached. 

Residents living nearby, including in new 
homes on the former Royal Brierley Crystal 
site, demanded a clear-up after the waste pile 
once reached 40ft around two years ago. 

The Environment Agency’s West Mid¬ 
lands manager, David Hudson, said: “Offi¬ 
cers observed that waste and waste bales 
remained on the front part of the site. The 
injunction order made by the court in 
December had required this section of waste 
to be removed by 29 March 2013. 

“We have considered the evidence and the 
terms of the December 2012 injunction, and 
as a result will be asking the High Court for 
further hearings.” RDF said bad weather 
over recent months has hampered the clean¬ 
up process. 


Unemployment rise 

UNEMPLOYMENT rose by 70,000 to 2.56 
million in the last quarter. Figures show the 
West Midlands was up 15,000 to 256,000 
from December to February. In Dudley, the 
number claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance 
last month fell by 86 to 10,351.

VISITORS can be taken on a journey 
through time thanks to a new attraction 
inside famous Black Country canal tunnels. 

Dudley Canal Trust has spent around 
£22,000 creating the new video experience 
using the latest computer-generated tech¬ 
nology. 

The video looks at life in Dudley more 
than 400 million year ago when the area was 
submerged under a tropical sea bringing the 
prehistoric sea creatures to life. 

It will explore the history of the Dudley 
Canal tunnels and limestone mines as visi¬ 
tors make their way through the waterways 
on narrowboats. It comes as the canal trust

Three old mates have more 
than 80 years of happy 
memories as LOUISE JEW 
found out 


THREE likely lads from Lye - 
now all aged in their 90s - have 
enjoyed a special get-together 
to reminisce about well over 80 
years of friendship. 

The 90th birthday of William “Oliver” 
Amos provided an opportunity for a 
reunion for the trio, who grew up in Lye 
and became good friends in the Scouts. 

Oliver and chums, Leslie Hill, now 
aged 92 and from Oldbury, and 91-year- 
old George Worton, now of Bourne¬ 
mouth, went on to serve in the Second 
World War and each saw out at least 50 
years of marriage, surviving their wives. 

Oliver, now living in the Avondale resi¬ 
dential home, Norton Road, Stourbridge, 
said: “We’ve got many happy memories to 
share and enjoy - so there can’t have been 
much wrong with Lye.” 

Raised 

Leslie and George joined Oliver for his 
recent birthday in Norton. 

George recalled from their days as chil¬ 
dren growing up in Lye: “In those early 
days there were not many cars or lorries 
about, so we could play with safely in the 
streets. 

“How many remember the games we 
did play? Jack-upon-the Mopstick, shine- 
the-light, kick-the-can, marbles and the 
cigarette cards we used to save.” 

Oliver was born and raised in Union 
Street, Lye, and he, Leslie and George, 
together with another friend, the late 
Harry Hill, attended the town’s Orchard 
Lane School. 

Oliver started work at Evason brothers 
in Lye, making enamelware, before going 
on to serve an apprenticeship with the 
Ducatt Heating and Engineering 
company in Amblecote, Stourbridge. 

When called up for the army, he was 


osted to Burma and celebrated his 21st 
irthday en route by convoy to the Far 
East around the Cape of Good Hope. 

Before setting off, he married 
Dorothy Parker, from Wollaston, Stour¬ 
bridge, in October 1943 - with Leslie as 
his best man. 

But Oliver would not see Dorothy 
again for three years. 

And after his “Class B” release from 
the army, in which he was Company Ser¬ 
geant Major for A Company in the East 
Yorkshire Regiment, he saw his daugh¬ 
ter, Pauline, for the first time. Return¬ 


ing to civilian life he took up his pre-war 
position with the Ducatt Heating 
company. 

In his spare time, together with 35 
other skilled tradesmen, became 
involved in the self-build project of 36 
bungalows in The Broadway, Norton. 

Stayed 

He and Dorothy’s first home together 
was in Barn Close, on the New Farm 
Estate between Lye and Stourbridge, 
where they lived in the top flat and 
Leslie in the bottom, with George just 


round the corner. They then moved into 
their self-build bungalow in The Broad¬ 
way, where they stayed for many years 
before moving to Avon Road, Norton. 

Oliver’s reputation as a heating engi¬ 
neer saw him progress to Hoare, Lee and 
Partners as a clerk of the works and he 
finished his career with the Regional 
Hospital Board, again as clerk of works, 
in 1988. 

Oliver, Leslie, George and their wives 
were keen sequence dancers for much of 
their lives, to which they attribute their 
longevity.

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Rise in lottery will lose players 


WITH everything else in decline, the 
National Lottery has announced a dou¬ 
bling of the price of a lottery ticket to £2 
in September. 

The lottery would seem to be a tax on 
people with limited resources who have 
aspirations of a better life. 

This can be illustrated by the posi¬ 
tioning of scratch cards at counters 
where people collect their benefit 
allowances and also the TV campaigns. 

They have warned us six months in 
advance to canvas public opinion before 
the increase takes place. We are told 
more funds are needed to make the 
prize money more attractive. 


In reality, for instance, the reward for 
selecting three numbers is at present 
£10. The actual chance of getting three 
numbers is approximately 55/1 and not 
10/1. The chance of winning the top 
prize is around 14 million to one 
whereas the payout is usually £3 or 
£4m. 

They then tell us from the total 
taken, 50 per cent is paid in prize 
money; 28 per cent to good causes - 
many of which should in the first place 
be financed by central government - 
and 12 per cent goes to government 
lottery duty. Many of the “good causes” 
mentioned would not be high on most 


lottery players’ lists of benefactors. 

They include 20 per cent to Arts; 40 
per cent to health, education and envi¬ 
ronment; 20 per cent to Sports and 20 
per cent to Heritage. 

So in effect when you buy a lottery 
ticket 50 per cent is going to the Gov¬ 
ernment or the organisers. 

If Camelot go ahead with the 
increase they think people will invest 
more. Unfortunately in the real world 
the people they are targeting have 
limited money and if reality prevails 
they will be leaving in droves.

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It was love at first sight 
- crash victim's fiancee

THE grief-stricken fiancee of 
tragic motorcyclist Martin 
Brown has spoken of how 
they fell in love “at first sight” 
and planned to wed. 

Rachel Turner said Mr Brown, a 
well-loved father and stepfather, was 
very popular and had a knack of 
becoming best friends within a minute 
of meeting someone. 

The keen motorcyclist, aged 46, died 
when his black Suzuki GSXR 1000 was 
in collision with a silver Ford Puma in 
Birmingham New Road, Coseley, on 
Tuesday night of last week. 

He was on his way to meet a friend 
when tragedy struck. 

Rachel, speaking at the couple’s 
home in Flavell Avenue, Coseley, said 
she had not so far been able to tell their 
two-and-a-half-year-old son, Casey, 
that his father had died. 

She added that her own children, 
Kurtis, aged 23, Rhys, 25, and Lewis, 
16, were “devastated” at his loss. 

“We got engaged on September 26 
and were going to get married as soon 
as we had enough money,” said Rachel. 

Asking 

“Casey looks just like him - but I’ve 
not been able to tell him what has hap¬ 
pened. I’m not sure he’ll understand.” 

She spoke about how, after they met, 
Mr Brown kept asking her to get 
together with him for a coffee. 

“When we eventually did go out for 
the first time it was love at first sight,” 
said Rachel. 

She added: “Martin was very 
popular. He’d only have to go in the 
street and he’d make best friends with 
anyone within a minute.” 

Mr Brown’s daughter, Shadine, said 
his other children were Isha, 30, 
Simeon, 29, and Tobias, 24, who were 
from his relationship with ex-wife 
Patricia. 

Shadine added that her father was a 


“funny man” who had always had a 
smile for everyone. 

He worked as a locksmith and had 
been passionate about motorcycles for 
many years, she said. 

“We are all devastated by his death 
at so young an age,” she said. 

Motorcyclist friend Dan Dean, aged 
23, a graphic designer from Dudley, 
said: “Martin was really nice - he was 
down to earth, a happy go lucky guy, 
and we’ll miss him.” 

Witnesses at the scene reported 
hearing a “big bang” at the time of the 
accident, which happened at the junc¬ 


tion with Vicarage Road, at around 
6.30pm on April 16. Raj Sandhu, a 56- 
year-old father-of-three who also lives 
on Vicarage Road, said: “We didn’t see 
anything but we heard a loud bang and 
came to the window.” 

Mr Brown died on his way to hospital 
despite help from bystanders, includ¬ 
ing an off-duty nurse. 

The driver of the car suffered cuts 
and bruises and was taken to Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital.

Plan to cut 
speed after 
complaints 
overrat-nm 


PLANS are being drawn up to slow down 
traffic on a rat-run used by motorists to avoid 
a busy junction in Dudley after years of com¬ 
plaints from residents. 

Oakham Road, which stretches through Dudley and Tivi- 
dale, became clogged with traffic when work to remove the 
Burnt Tree island started in 2009. 


Since the junction opened 
in 2011 drivers have contin¬ 
ued to use Oakham Road 
prompting calls for cross¬ 
ings to be built to make it 
safer for residents. 

Dudley Council plans to 
introduce traffic calming 
measures in the road and is 
carrying out a consultation 
on the proposals. 

The work has been 
included in the budget for 
the 2013/14 financial year, 
Dudley’s transport chief 
Judy Foster said. Sugges¬ 
tions are for at least two 
“safe crossing points”, a 
central refuge being built, or 
even a zebra crossing. 

Councillor Foster said: 
“We are consulting around 
options for a traffic calming 
scheme in Oakham Road 
and it has now been included 
in this year’s programme of 
works so we anticipate car-

rying it forward in the 
coming months.” 

Residents claim their lives 
have been put at risk by 
drivers using the road as a 
rat run, often at speeds over 
30mph. 

Isobel Byrne, who has 
lived in Oakham Road for 34 
years, said measures to slow 
down the traffic were 
urgently needed and urged 
the council to carry out the 
work as soon as possible. 

“It’s a very dangerous 
road,” she said. 

“It’s quite narrow in 
places, there are nasty blind 
bends and there a lot of side 
roads coming out on to it. 

“The traffic has increased 
by a third compared to what 
it was before they did the 
work at Burnt Tree. 

“The road is death trap.” 



Date for big revamp 


The Duncan Edwards statue, Dudley will be moved 

WORK on a £6.7 million revamp of Dudley’s historic market 
place will get under way in January next year. 

Plans for the refurbishment project will be lodged in June 
by the council, which is due to find out within weeks if a bid 
for funding has been successful. Bosses are hoping to secure 
£3m towards the project from the European Regional 
Development Fund. 

Under the plans, new stalls with canopies will be created 
while the ageing toilet block would be moved to create an 
unobstructed view to the town’s castle. A report by John 
Millar, director of urban environment, outlines the 
timetable for the project, which is expected to be completed 
by December 2014. He said plans were taking shape. 

“It will include a newly-designed and up- graded market; 
new and improved paving, lighting, the reinstatement and 
bringing back into use of the historic fountain, relocation of 
the public toilets , repositioning of the Duncan Edwards 
statue and resetting of the Earl of Dudley statue,” he added. 

A report on the project will go before councillors at a 
meeting of the cabinet this week.

White taxi ruling set to stay 


College help in 
video training 

ANIMATED videos are being used to train 
teachers after the idea was developed by 
staff at the University of Worcester and 
Halesowen College. 

It is the brainchild of Dr John Keenan, of 
the University of Worcester, who is now 
putting the concept into practice after 
receiving £9,000 from the Learning and 
Skills Improvement Service. 

The cash is being used to create animated 
videos showing trainee teachers how to use 
digital media as a tool. He developed the idea 
with colleagues at both sites. 

He said: “In working together we came up 
with the idea of using animation in the style 
of world-renowned education expert, Sir 
Ken Robinson’s Changing Educational Par¬ 
adigms.” Dr Keenan will present the video 
at a teaching conference at Falmouth Uni¬ 
versity in September. 


CONTROVERSIAL rules permitting 
taxi drivers to use only white- 
coloured cars are unlikely to be 
changed despite cabbies pledging to 
pursue legal action to fight the ruling, 
it has emerged. 

Dudley Private Hire and Taxi Association 
wants Dudley Council to re-think its regulations 
on car colour and staged a protest in the town 
this week bringing traffic to a standstill. 

Despite the action, councillors today said the 
issue was unlikely to be discussed again in the 
short-term and any possible change to the regu¬ 
lations could now be years away. 

And while leading campaigners were apolo¬ 
getic for disruption caused by the action, they 
remain determined to get the rules overturned 
and were planning legal action. The association 


recently lost its bid to get the regulations abol¬ 
ished when Dudley Council’s taxi committee 
voted the rule should be retained. 

Members of the association say white cars are 
more expensive because of the popularity of the 
colour - with some even forced to respray their 
vehicles to comply with the rule. 

They want a second colour to be introduced 
but the council says having a single colour 
scheme allows customers to safely identify fully- 
licensed private taxis. 

Expensive 

Committee member Councillor Jackie Cotter- 
ill said: “I don’t believe this will come before the 
committee again at any time in the near future. 
Of course it will be looked at again periodically 
but this will not be in the immediate term.” 

Councillor Cotterill said she did not believe the 
issue would be reviewed again within the next 


year now a decision had been made. “There were 
very good reasons the vote went this way. It could 
even be up to two years before the policy is 
reviewed again,” she added. 

Chairman of Dudley Private Hire and Taxi 
Association Shaz Saleem, who runs two taxi 
bases in the area, said the campaign would con¬ 
tinue. He said the group planned to meet its legal 
representatives and were hoping to petition the 
authority for a fresh debate to see if an agree¬ 
ment can be reached. 

Mr Saleem would not rule out further protests 
but pledged disruption would be kept to a 
minimum should such if action go ahead, does 
happen again. “I want to apologise to people 
stuck in the traffic at this week’s protest but we 
want to get our feelings across,” he said. 

“This is important for us because our drivers 
have families who they are trying to provide for. ”

and women. 

The Mayor of Dudley will present veterans 
with honours such as HM Armed Forces Vet¬ 
erans Badges or an Arctic Star or Bomber 
Command clasp. 

The current mayor, Councillor Melvyn 
Mottram said: “The Armed Forces Day cele¬ 
brations are always a huge success and this 
year is shaping up to be a great day out for 
the whole family. We especially want to hear 
from servicemen and women who are enti¬ 
tled to, or have already been sent the HM 
Armed Forces Veterans Badges or the Arctic 
Star and Bomber Command clasp.” 

The event includes entertainment and will 
start with a youth marching band contest.

A £30 MILLION Midland Metro 
extension in the Black Country is 
planned to get under way 
between 2015 and 2019. 

And a £90 million second line from 
Wednesbury to Dudley is also on a wish list 
drawn up by transport bosses, who want to 
split up the long-awaited link between 
Wednesbury and Brierley Hill. 

The Wolverhampton Metro loop is second 
on a list of the priorities drawn up by trans¬ 
port authority Centro. 

The Black Country has £27.6m for trans¬ 
port schemes coming from the Government 
between 2015 and 2018 while Birmingham 
will get £35.8m. 

To secure the rest, council leaders and 
MPs are being urged to lobby the Govern¬ 
ment while Centro is hoping to use new 
powers from schemes such as Chancellor 
George Osborne’s Enterprise Zones to 
borrow money against the business rates 
that new companies will be paying. 

Value 

Councils will be allowed to keep rates 
from new businesses as opposed to sending 
them to central government. 

The top priority is to get the Midland 
Metro out from New Street station, Birm¬ 
ingham, to Five Ways. But a new Metro link 
from Wednesbury town centre to Dudley 
town centre is also considered to have “sig¬ 
nificant economic and regeneration value”. 

The wider scheme to take the Metro to the 
Merry Hill Shopping Centre would cost up 
to £300m. Centre also wants to provide more 
services to Rowley Regis and other Black 
Country stations. 

Face-to-face help ends 

INSURER Axa is cutting 450 jobs as it stops 
face-to-face financial advice. The jobs will go 
in branches of The Co-operative Bank and 
Yorkshire and Clydesdale banks. Customers 
at branches in the Black Country will have 
to use call centres.

Almost 50 homes will be cbuilt on 
part of the former Stuart Crystal 
Works site, Wordsley, under the pro¬ 
posals by Morris Homes Ltd. 

Grade II listed former factory is due 
to be developed into a museum show¬ 
casing the history of the area’s glass¬ 
making heritage. 

The housing scheme has been rec¬ 
ommended for approval by officers, 
who said it would help to breathe new 


Close. A final decision on whether to 
grant planning permission was due to 
be made this week. 

Under the proposals a mix of 26 
apartments and 22 three and four- 
bedroom properties would be built. 

They would overlook the Stour¬ 
bridge Canal, which runs through the 
former glassworks. 

Vacant 

In a report to councillors, planning 
officer Vijay Kaul said the proposed 
development “respects the character 
and distinctiveness of the area.” 

He added: “The application consti¬ 
tutes the re-use for residential pur¬ 
poses of previously developed, vacant 
land, which would integrate well with 


priate form of layout and design, pro¬ 
vides the opportunity to revitalise and 
regenerate this part of the borough.” 

The development has previously 
been welcomed by ward councillor 
John Jones, who said: “It will bring 
new people to Wordsley and put some 
money into the community. I’m sure a 
lot of people will be pleased to see some 
regeneration at the site.” 

The museum plans are being led by 
Complex Development Projects, which 
owns the land, and Dudley Council. 

They are currently waiting to hear if 
a £2million bid for European funding 
has been successful. 

The museum will house glass collec¬ 
tions from across the region and is 
expected to attract thousands of visi- 


Reduced grant means 
cut to hospice projects 


IMPROVEMENTS planned at a hospice 
may have to be scaled down after a funding 
bid failed to bring in the amount of cash 
bosses had hoped for. 

Mary Stevens Hospice, Stourbridge, 
applied for around £750,000 from a £60 
million Government cash pot aimed at cre¬ 
ating new spaces and improving facilities. 

But when the sum was announced the 
charity, in Hagley Road, received £509,127 - 
far less than it had originally hoped. 

Bosses said while they were grateful for 
the money they would now have to re-con- 
sider their plans for the site. 

The cash would have been used for an 
extension to create a quiet area and to serve 
as base for the charity’s community home 
team. Plans were also being looked at to 


improve the existing reception area at the 
charity. Meetings are due to take place to 
decide the next step the charity should take 
- with bosses due to consider two options. 

The first would be to look at down-scaling 
the project to see what could be achieved 
with the money received. Alternatively, the 
hospice will consider staging a public appeal 
to try to raise the remainder of the cash not 
provided by the fund. 

Hospice chief executive Peter Holliday 
said there would be a lot of discussion over 
the coming weeks. 

“Obviously we are pleased to have this 
funding but the truth of the matter is that 
we have received a smaller sum than what 
we applied for,” he said. “This will impact on 
what we had planned to do.”

Fire crews search 
house hit by blaze 

A HOME has been boarded up after a severe blaze 
destroyed part of the building in a Sedgley cul-de-sac.

Investigation 

The fire was isolated to the front lounge but crews said 
it had quickly taken hold, destroying the room. 

Watch commander Paul Clark, of Dudley Fire Station, 
said crews dealt with the blaze within minutes but 
decided to call in fire investigation teams to find out the 
cause. “It has been confirmed as an accidental fire and 
we believe it may have been down to a fault with an 
appliance,” he said.

Outdoor gym in grounds 
of hospital is approved 


AN outdoor gym to be used by 
patients and staff will be built in 
the grounds of Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital after the scheme 
was given the green-light. 

Thousands in new equipment will be 
installed at the site, off Pensnett Road, as 
part of the project. 

Dudley Council officials approved the 
scheme by delegated decision. They said the 
scheme would not have an adverse impact 
on the surrounding area. 

Patients recovering from illnesses or oper¬ 
ations will be able to use the new gym as part 
of their rehabilitation with staff demon¬ 
strating suitable exercises. 

Hospital workers will also be able to use 
the equipment during their breaks - as part 
of a drive by Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust to provide staff with a healthier 
lifestyle. 

It will be built on land to the left of the 
accident and emergency department and 
education centre. 

Equipment to be installed as part of the 
scheme includes a cross trainer, fitness bike 
and a ski machine. 

An area of hard-surfacing will also be laid 
down where the equipment will be placed. 

Hospital bosses will now work to secure 
funding for the project after receiving the 
necessary permission. 

Director of Urban Environment on 
Dudley Council, John Millar said: “It is con¬ 
sidered the outdoor gym would relate satis¬ 
factorily to the existing area. 

“The facility will form part of a wider 
health initiative and there will be no demon¬ 
strable harm to the neighbouring area.”

PEDMORE RD. 
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Waste recycling scheme 
public meeting planned 


RESIDENTS will get to quiz company offi¬ 
cials over controversial plans for a waste 
recycling plant in Brierley Hill during a 
public meeting. 

Energy firm Clean Power Ltd wants per¬ 
mission for the plant on disused land next to 
a railway line, off Moor Street, near the 
former Royal Brierley Crystal glassworks. 

Bosses said it would employ up to 30 staff 
and would turn waste into gas to generate 
electricity to power up to 10,000 homes. But 
fears over increased traffic, with potentially 
three lorries an hour accessing the site, have 
sparked opposition against the plans. 

Now CleanPower Ltd is to give residents 
the chance to air their views at a meeting, it 
is hoped will take place next month. 

Company officials have already held 


public consultation exhibitions. They spoke 
to ward councillors a fortnight ago about 
how they were going to address problems. 
The firm said it had already heeded people’s 
concerns following the initial consultation 
including looking at ways to reduce traffic. 

More emphasis on using a nearby railway 
line to transport waste has been considered 
and officals confirmed there would be no 
night time deliveries. They also moved to 
allay fears over odour but ward councillors 
said a further public meeting was needed. 

Brockmoor and Pensnett Councillor Judy 
Foster said a date and a venue were to be 
finalised. She said: “We do feel all residents 
should have the opportunity to hear directly 
from Clean Power Ltd. Ultimately, it will be 
their views that will determine ours.” 


Crossing lives'put at risk' 


MOTORISTS are putting lives 
at risk by failing to stop at a 
zebra crossing along a busy 
road in Dudley worried resi¬ 
dents claim. 

Householders have now launched a 
campaign calling for tougher measures 
along Sedgley Road, Woodsetton, amid 
fears someone will be hurt if the situa¬ 
tion continues. 

They say even when drivers in the 
opposite lane have halted to let pedes¬ 
trians cross, some still ignore the cross¬ 
ing. 

A petition has been signed by more 
than 500 people from nearby roads 
calling for action to be taken. It will be 
handed to Dudley Council. People want 
the existing zebra crossing to be

upgraded to a pelican crossing which 
would allow pedestrians to stop the 
traffic and cross more safely. 

Alternatively clearer road markings 
making drivers more aware of the 
zebra crossing could be put in place to 
help deal with the situation. 

But Councillor Keiran Casey, ward 
member for Upper Gornal and Wood¬ 
setton, said it was hoped the crossing 
would be upgraded. 

Waving 

“We have been approached by resi¬ 
dents who have told us the situation at 
the crossing is a long-term problem,” 
he said. 

“I have seen something of it myself 


at this crossing. On one occasion I had 
stopped at the crossing to allow an 
elderly gentleman to get across. 

“However, cars coming in the oppo¬ 
site direction failed to stop despite the 
gentleman waving his stick at them. 

“It was around 20 seconds at least 
before one of the cars stopped. 

“This is a very worrying situation as 
many older people use this crossing 
and it is wrong that some drivers are 
simply not stopping. 

“The aim is to get a pelican crossing 
installed in its place. This would allow 
people to simply push a button and get 
the traffic to stop. 

“Hopefully it is something we will be 
able to achieve in the near future and 
we will be pushing to get this work 
done.”

Work set to start on 
project for £6m hotel 

DEVELOPERS are poised to start clearing a site earmarked 
for the construction of a £6 million hotel and restaurant on 
a gateway in to Stourbridge. 

Work to demolish buildings to make way for the new 
Premier Inn will get under way within the next month. It 
will be built off Birmingham Street and will also have a 
Brewers Fayre restaurant and 122 car parking spaces. 

The site has been used for many years by Cox Hire Ltd 
but the firm has relocated to Netherton. The 80-bed hotel 
will create 43 full-time and 22 part-time jobs. There will also 
be extra jobs during the hotel’s construction. 

Premier Inn spokesman James Boyd-Wallis, said: “The 
developer, Barberry, will be on site within the next month to 
start the demolish and site clearance works. Premier Inn 
hopes to get on site to start construction in late autumn.” 

Developers said more than 70 residents were consulted 
over the plans and only one letter of objection was received.

Town took pride in a 
grand central station 


BACK in the good old days, 
Walsall was adorned by a 
grand railway station, the 
heart of the town’s trans¬ 
port system. 

The first railway line through 
Walsall - the Grand Junction 
Railway between Birmingham and 
Warrington - had opened in 1837, 
with a station at Bescot Bridge. In 
1847 South Staffordshire Railway 
opened a temporary station in 
Bridgeman Place, linking with the 
Grand Junction line. The Wichnor 
Junction line to Dudley opened in 
1849, connecting with Walsall. 

A magnificent new building, 
designed by Queen Mary’s 
Grammar School ‘old boy’ Edward 
Adams, was built for the South 
Staffordshire Railway in Station 
Street that year. 

The SSR opened the Cannock 
line in 1858, extending to Rugeley 
1859. The London and North 
Western Railway took over the 
Cannock line in 1861, widening

Walsall Station to accommodate 
freight trains. The Wolverhampton 
Line was opened in 1872 by the 
Wolverhampton and Walsall 
Railway. By then the Midland 
Railway was negotiating for 
running rights to Walsall. 

Walsall Station was rebuilt in 
1883 with a main entrance in Park 
Street and separate booking offices 
for the LNWR and Midland Rail¬ 
ways. The LNWR owned the 
station. The old station became 
used for parcels and administra¬ 
tion. In March 1916 a fire damaged 
the booking hall but due to the First 
World War the station could only be 
patched up. 

The iron and glass canopy 
forming the Park Street entrance 
was retained when an imposing 
new circular booking hall and con¬ 
course were built after the war. 
Adorned with Grecian-style pillars, 
leaded roof windows and oak-pan¬ 
elled walls, this beautiful building, 


opened in 1923 by the LNWR Dis¬ 
trict Superintenden, Mr. J.F. Brad¬ 
ford, is well remembered by older 
local people. 

With the growth of car owner¬ 
ship, the station’s importance 
declined. The ‘Beeching Axe’ in 
1965 left passenger trains between 
Walsall and Birmingham only. 
Walsall Station was virtually 
defunct by 1977 when the service 
went hourly. 

In 1978 the old station was 
replaced with the Saddlers Centre, 
opened in 1980. The station became 
little more than a glorified halt with 
a tiny ticket office and concourse. In 
the late 20th century rail passenger 
services underwent a national 
revival, including Walsall Station.

FIGURES revealed 
last week show that 
the average family 
will be worse off by 
£1700 compared to 
the last election. 

It confirms what everyone 
knows. Prices have gone up, 
wages have frozen, unem¬ 
ployment is up and many of 
those lucky to be in work are 
worried about the security of 
their jobs. 

It’s part of a bigger 
problem and many local 
families are really strug¬ 
gling with the rising cost of 
living. 

I wanted to find out 
exactly how it was affecting 
people in Dudley so I put 
together a detailed survey 
asking a series of questions 
about the state of household 
finances. 

Volunteers from my team 
delivered it by hand to every 
street in the constituency. 
The responses started flood¬ 
ing in almost immediately. 

If you picked up one of the 
responses at random it 
would almost certainly say 
that the cost of gas and elec¬ 
tricity was putting the most 
pressure on family budgets. 

One in five said the cost of 
fuel for a car and another 
one in five said rising food 
prices were hitting them 
hardest, but lots of people 
pointed out that it's a combi¬ 
nation of all these things 
going up that they are strug¬ 
gling with. 

Many people said they 
spent less at Christmas or 
had to stop saving, but the 
most shocking for me was 


seven out of 10 respondents 
knew someone who had been 
unemployed for more than 
six months due to the reces¬ 
sion. When it comes to 
setting priorities, again and 
again people said: “Create 
more jobs.” 

I want people in the heart 
of Government to know 
what's going on in Dudley, to 
understand the struggles 
and financial pressures on 
ordinary families here. I’ve 
written to George Osborne 
to share the results of this 
survey. 

But so these results can’t 
be ignored in Westminster, 
I’ll also stand up in the 
House of Commons to 
demand a temporary cut in 
VAT to bring down the price 
of petrol, gas, electricity and 


food. I’ll also call for a com¬ 
pulsory jobs guarantee to get 
any adult out of work for 
more than two years, or 
young person out of work for 
a year, into a job - one they 
would be required to take. 

Instead of helping strug¬ 
gling families in places like 
Dudley, this Government 
have pressed ahead with a 
tax cut for their millionaire 
mates, worth an average of 
£100,000 each. 

It says it all about their 
priorities. 

Territorial fear 

Dudley’s TA regiment, the 
Royal Mercian and Lancas¬ 
trian Yeomanry, could be dis¬ 
banded despite a history 
that dates back more than 
200 years to 1799. Under 


MOD plans the regiment, 
which has a base at Vicar 
Street, West Brom-wich, 
would be transferred to the 
Royal Yeomanry and the 
Queen’s Own Yeomanry. 

The RMLY was recently 
granted the freedom of the 
borough of Dudley and is one 
of the best recruited yeo¬ 
manry regiments in the TA. 
Two dozen volunteers are 
currently on service over¬ 
seas, but could be returning 
to a regiment that has dis¬ 
banded. 

I have worked closely with 
members of the Territorial 
Army in Dudley, their fami¬ 
lies and supporters for many 
years and I’m worried that a 
merger with a squadron 
based in Telford could mean 
local volunteers having to 
travel much further, making 
it more difficult for them to 
serve. 

I’ve written to Defence 
Secretary Philip Hammond 
to urge him to drop these 
plans and I've tabled a series 
of Parliamentary Questions 
because I want to see the 
regiment remain in Dudley 
where it belongs. 

Network 

I went down to say hello to 
the people at St Thomas’s 
Network on Friday. They do 
great work and I want to see 
the group go from strength 
to strength. 

Later on I talked to a 
group of brilliant young 
Government and Politics 
students at Dudley College. 
They ask very intelligent 
questions and I was very 
impressed by their knowl¬ 
edge and enthusiasm.

THE first stage of a £1.6 million 
project to revamp two Dudley day 
centres and provide better serv¬ 
ices to residents with dementia is 
under way. 

Work has started on refurbishing and dec¬ 
orating Brettell Lane Day Centre in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Once it has been completed early next 
year, council bosses say they will start over¬ 
hauling Brett Young Day Centre in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Dudley Council wants to turn them into 
“Dementia Gateways” to meet the specific 
needs of people with the condition. 

It is estimated around 3,850 people in the 
borough are affected by the condition. 

The work will include improvements to 
the access to the buildings and the creation 
of sensory gardens. The centres offer a wide 
range of day sessions and therapies, from 
crafts and memory exercises to gardening. 

Staff also run activities to provide a break 
for family and carers. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, said: “Improve¬ 
ments to Brettell Lane and Brett Young day 
centres will help continue the excellent 
support for people with dementia. 

“Dementia gateways aim to ensure those 
affected by dementia enjoy life to the full, 
and offer a wide range of day sessions and 
therapies, from crafts and memory exercises 
to gardening.” Around £960,000 will be 
spent on Brettell Lane Day Centre in King 
William Street, which provides services for 
around 45 people.

over comes her fears at 
her first scuba lesson 

SINCE my shoulder dislo¬ 
cated in a pool when I was 
little, I’ve never been a keen 
swimmer. 

And as I sank to the pool floor to 
begin my first scuba diving lesson my 
ears popped, heart pounded and I was 
filled with fear. 

Never for a moment did I dream 
that I would be doing aqua gymnas¬ 
tics minutes later and enjoying it. 
Well almost! 

Before I even got my hair wet, 
Chillington Diver’s instructor, 
Pauline Graham showed me some 
hand signals to help us communicate 
under water. 

Ease 

A thumbs up is the gesture for “I 
want to go back up to the surface”, 
which I paid particular attention to as 
I realised I might well need to use it. 

Initially, even getting to the bottom 
of the pool at Codsall Leisure Centre 
proved difficult and my lifejacket was 
stuffed with weights to help me sub¬ 
merge myself. 

Underwater my breathing sounded 
like Darth Vader and I could barely 
see anything for the bubbles speeding 
past my goggles. 

Relaxing a little, I began to notice 
the other, more experienced divers 
under water who were all completely 
at ease; some were even playing 
catch. 

Pauline began to do twirls in front 
of me like a dolphin or a mermaid and 
then gestured for me to take a turn; 
reluctantly I did what I was told. 

The huge flippers made me feel like 
a clumsy clown, but I managed to 
twist around, feeling a sense of relief 


and achievement, I was happy to get 
back to concentrating on breathing. 
Then Pauline started gambolling and 
doing headstands in front of me. 

She wasn’t just showing off but 
wanted to encourage me to have a go. 
Before I knew it, there I was standing 
on my head at the bottom of the pool. 

The scuba diving and snorkelling 
school, which is run by volunteers, is 
celebrating its 20th anniversary this 
year. It is always on the lookout for 
new members and regularly runs free 
try dives at the pool in Elliots Lane. 

Chairman Barry Smith said: “I am 
proud to have been involved in 
helping to train a large number of 
people to learn to dive and snorkel in 
the past 20 years.

Pick of the Week 


Devastation awaits 
in a race against time 


A ctors have come and gone, 
villains have been vanquished 
and planets have been 
investigated, some in the blink of an 
eye. 

But one constant in the world of 
Doctor Who is his trusty Tardis. 

Its initials stand for time and 
relative dimensions in space, it 
was created by the Time Lords and 
was supposedly already out of date 
when the Doctor stole it so he could 
use it to explore the galaxy. 
Nevertheless, it still seems pretty 
cutting-edge to us. 

As any self-respecting Whovian will 
be aware, these intergalactic craft can 
travel in time as well as space, and 
are supposed to have a working 
chameleon circuit that changes the 
ship’s appearance so that it blends in 
with its surroundings wherever it 
materialises. 

But the Doctor’s machine has been 
stuck in the shape of a 1960s-style 
police box since the first adventure, 

An Unearthly Child, way back in 1963, 
when it was first seen standing in IM 
Foreman’s junkyard on Totter’s Lane in 
Shoreditch._ 


The decision to use a police 
box was originally down to economics 
- it was simply cheaper to use 
that prop rather than create 
something futuristic-looking. Anthony 
Coburn, while rewriting the sci-fi 
drama’s opening episode, is credited 
with the idea, and deserves a 
massive pat on the back, not least 
from the BBC - the Tardis is now a 
registered trademark, and the 
corporation must have earned 
thousands of pounds from selling 
replicas over the years. 

The Tardis is also bigger on 
the inside than it is on the 
outside, and contains many more 
areas than just the familiar console 
room. 

We’ve had glimpses or heard 
hints of them before, but this 
week, we’ll see a whole lot more 
when it’s captured by a spaceship 
salvage team - with Clara trapped 
inside. 

The Doctor persuades the motley 
bunch to help him find her, taking 
them on a journey into the heart of 
the Tardis none of them will ever 
forget. _ 


“You will go to the heart of the 
Tardis, you’ll see more of the Tardis 
more properly than you’ve ever seen 
before,” promises Doctor Who 
showrunner Steven Moffat. 

‘Years ago when I was a kid, in the 
Radio Times there was a little article 
saying ‘in this week’s episode the 
many rooms of the Tardis are 
revealed! I couldn’t wait for Saturday. 

But there was a problem with the 
scenery and they shot it all in a 
disused hospital and it was so 
disappointing. 

“I thought that some day I will do 
what I can to get into television and do 
it properly, and that worked out!” 

A swimming pool was seen in that 
episode (The Invasion of Time, an 
adventure starring Tom Baker’s fourth 
Doctor, and it was mentioned once 
more, along with a library, in Matt 
Smith’s debut The Eleventh Hour). So 
will it turn up again? 

“I’m not telling you anything except 
that there’s way more than a 
swimming pool,” smiles Moffat. 

Crikey - we can hardly wait to see 
what’s in store! _
